Rine  more  patients  than  at  the  close  of  the  year  1869. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  1869,  the  number  of  patients 
amounted  to  359 — the  highest  number  ever  reached.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  thought  fit,  as  an  experiment,  to  remove  46  harmless  chronic 
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Lunatics  and  Idiots  to  their  respective  "Workhouses  upon  trial  for 
one  or  two  months,  and  if  found  to  he  manageable  to  grant  their 
final  discharge  from  the  Asylum.  Of  these  18  have  been  returned, 
— thus  the  Asylum  has  been  relieved  of  28. 

The  class  of  criminal  Lunatics  is  on  the  increase.  We  have  at 
this  present  time  6  in  the  Asylum,  being  an  increase  of  three  since 
last  year.  These  criminal  patients  cause  much  inconvenience  and 
apprehension  in  the  management. 

The  question  of  Idiots  being  sent  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  has 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  Committee ;  in  their  opinion,  the 
treatment  of  Idiots  should  he  different  to  that  of  Lunatics,  and 
therefore  they  ought  to  be  removed  to  an  establishment  used  solely 
for  such  persons.  Six  out  of  the  seven  Idiots  sent  out  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1869  have  been  returned. 

The  Institution  and  the  patients  have  been  regularly  visited  and 
the  visits  recorded  in  the  Visitors’  Book.

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APPENDIX  (A). 

The  trust  of  the  “  Lady  Middleton  Convalescent  Fund”  has  been 
reconstructed  in  accordance  with  the  following  resolution  : 

u  That  Henry  Smith  Esquire  surviving  Trustee  of  the  Middleton 
Convalescent  Eund  desiring  to  retire  from  the  trusteeship  James 
Thomas  Edge  Esquire  Frederic  Chatfield  Smith  Esquire  and 
John  Lawson  Thackeray  Esquire  be  appointed  trustees  in  his 
place  and  that  the  said  Henry  Smith  Esquire  do  transfer  £200 
sterling  of  the  fund  to  trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governors  of 
the  Lunatic  Hospital  at  the  Coppice  for  the  benefit  of  such  Hospital 
as  their  share  of  the  fund  and  that  he  do  transfer  the  remainder 
amounting  to  £1100  three  per  cent,  consolidated  Bank  Annuities 
(after  deducting  £50  stock  to  be  sold  to  raise  part  of  the  above 
£200)  and  the  dividends  due  thereon  and  the  cash  balance  of  about 
£16  in  the  hands  of  the  Bankers  of  this  Asylum  to  the  said  James 
Thomas  Edge  Frederic  Chatfield  Smith  and  John  Lawson 
Thackeray  for  the  benefit  of  this  Asylum  and  that  the  receipt  of 
the  trustees  in  each  case  for  the  sums  transferred  to  them  respec¬ 
tively  be  a  complete  discharge  for  the  same  and  a  full  indemnity 
to  the  said  Henry  Smith  from  all  claim  and  demand  upon  or  against 
him  as  surviving  trustee  of  the  said  fund.” 

A  new  banking  account  has  accordingly  been  opened  with  Messrs. 
Wright,  under  the  designation  of  the  “  Sneinton  Middleton  Fund.”

There  has  therefore  been  an  increase  of  eleven  in  the  number  of 
admissions  ;  a  reduction,  however,  of  nine  in  the  gross  number 
resident  has  been  effected  by  the  following  proceeding  : — In  the 
early  months  of  the  year  a  considerable  influx  of  patients  took  place, 
so  that  they  amounted  in  February  to  359  on  the  register.  In 
order  to  avoid  additions  to  the  staff  of  servants,  and  to  lessen  the 
overcrowding  in  some  departments,  the  superintendent  made  a  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  chronic  incurable  patients  whom  he  considered  might 
with  propriety  and  safety  be  sent  out  on  trial  to  their  several  poor- 
houses  under  the  supervision  of  the  officials  of  those  establishments. 

Their  permanent  discharge  was  not  granted  by  the  Visitors  in  the 
first  instance,  but  opportunity  was  afforded  for  their  return  without 
incurring  the  expenses  of  fresh  orders  and  certificates.  This  was 
deemed  advisable,  because  it  is  well  known  that  many  patients  who 
appear  harmless  and  tranquil  in  the  Asylum,  while  freed  from  ex¬ 
ternal  troubles,  sooner  or  later  relapse  when  their  conduct  and 
impulses  are  not  regulated  by  judicious  control. 

All  these  patients  had  been  primarily  sent  in  under  magisterial, 
medical,  and  parochial  authority  as  not  fit  to  be  at  large,  and  con¬ 
siderable  delay  took  place  before  the  consent  of  the  various  boards 
of  Guardians  could  be  obtained  for  their  reception. 

Ultimately  forty-six  were  so  discharged  on  trial,  of  whom 
eighteen  have  been  returned  already.  I  do  not  anticipate  that  any 
further  reduction  can  be  made  in  this  direction. 

The  experiment  has  been  carried  out  here  on  a  larger  scale,  upon 
this  and  two  former  occasions,  than  in  any  other  asylum.  That  it 
is  attended  with  risk  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  patients 
subsequently  committed  suicide  in  one  of  the  workhouses. 
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A  reference  to  the  Blue  Book,  containing  the  last  returns  of  other 
asylums  of  the  North  Midland  District,  demonstrates  the  effect  of 
this  method  of  procedure  in  reducing  the  numbers  here,  both 
relatively  and  absolutely,  when  the  population  of  this  county  is

But  for  the  removals  last  effected  there  would  have  been  370 
patients  on  the  books  at  the  close  of  1869,  after  allowing  for  the 
death-rate. 

The  institution  will  conveniently  accommodate  400  patients, 
namely,  200  of  each  sex,  distributed  in  ten  wards  or  galleries  of  40 
persons  in  each,  served  by  two  attendants. 

There  was  consequently  room  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  for 
fifty-five  lunatics.  It  had  formerly  been  estimated  that  twenty  nine 
extra  beds  might  be  placed  in  passages  not  originally  intended  for 
the  purpose,  but  the  day  space  is  not  constructed  proportionally,  and 
the  present  dining  rooms  for  the  women  in  the  main  block,  which 
are  overcrowded,  will  require  enlarging  at  the  expense  of  the  dor¬ 
mitories. 

Under  the  recent  statutes  there  has  been  an  accession  of  criminal 
lunatics  from  gaols.  Persons  also  whose  sentences  have  transpired 
are  now  transferred  to  this  place  from  the  State  Criminal  Asylum  at 
Broadmoor. 

They  necessarily  require  an  extra  amount  of  caution  in  their 
supervision,  and  the  arrangements  here  for  their  safe  custody  are  not 
as  secure  as  those  of  a  prison. 

The  question  of  the  treatment  of  idiots  has  been  under  discussion. 
Upon  the  whole  it  seems  desirable  that  they  should  be  trained  in 
some  special  establishment.  There  are  now  sixteen  of  this  class 
under  care,  and  as  this  is  probably  a  fair  average  which  may  be 
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applied  to  other  counties,  it  is  evident  that  they  might  all  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  one  or  two  national  institutions. 

Eighteen  persons  of  sixty  years  of  age  and  upwards  have  been 
admitted.  A  few  died  within  brief  periods  of  their  reception.  In 
some  instances  them  bodily  health  was  so  enfeebled  as  to  inca- 
i  pacitate  them  from  committing  acts  of  violence.  The  necessity, 
therefore,  of  placing  them  in  confinement  without  prospect  of  per¬ 
manent  benefit  may  he  doubted. 

The  recoveries  amounted  to  thirty.  Of  those  recovered  seventeen 
i  were  relieved  from  the  Lady  Middleton  convalescent  fund,  and 
enabled  to  support  themselves  by  its  aid,  while  seeking  employment. 
This  charity  is  now  called  the  “  Sneinton  Middleton  Fund,”  in  con- 
i  formity  with  a  resolution  of  the  5th  of  August. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  erysipelas,  diarrhoea,  and 
;  continued  fever,  which,  however,  did  not  affect  the  rate  of  mortality, 

*  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  inmates  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  deaths  were  mainly  due  to  diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 
An  inquest  was  deemed  necessary  in  one  case.  A  female  patient, 
of  weak  constitution,  broke  a  pane  of  glass  while  in  a  maniacal 
:  paroxysm,  causing  a  small  wound  of  the  wrist.  The  accident  was 
followed  by  inflammation  of  the  arm,  under  which  the  patient 
:  succumbed.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Death  from  an  injury 
to  the  right  wrist  acting  upon  an  existing  condition  of  maniacal 
i  excitement.” 


ISTo  suicide  has  occurred  in  the  Asylum  for  several  years.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  the  diminution  of  this  calamity  outside,  as 
i shown  in  the  subjoined  abstract  of  the  Nottinghamshire  returns  : _

Ifvaf,  shows  a  great  redaction  on  the  average  of  the  preceding 
s,  namely,  from  twenty-five  to  eighteen  instances. 

Notwithstanding  the  female  population  exceeds  the  male,  the  dis¬ 
parity  in  the  deaths  from  suicide  in  the  two  sexes  is  very  remarkable. 
The  proportion  of  suicides  consummated  to  one  million  of  popula¬ 
tion  in  England  has  been  lowered  from  seventy  in  1860,  to  sixty- 
two  in  1867.  It  seems  highly  probable  that  the  stricter  attention 
which  has  been  paid  to  the  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  for  the  care  of  the  insane  by  the  parochial  officers,  may 
have  contributed  to  produce  this  favourable  result. 

Of  the  345  patients  only  35  are  considered  curable,  namely, 
fourteen  men  and  twenty- one  women. 

The  annual  accounts  presented  to-day  explain  the  financial 
position  of  the  Asylum. 

The  balance  in  hand  amounts  to  £597  13s.  9|d.,  being  an 
increase  of  £202  8s.  3d.  over  the  corresponding  item  of  1868. 

The  charges  on  the  fabric  account  for  repairs,  alterations,  and 
insurances  have  been  gradually  declining  of  late.  In  1864  the 
expenditure  for  the  county  under  this  head  was  £643  5s.  7d.,  but 
for  the  last  year  was  only  £494  3s.  lOd.  A  proportionate  reduction 
has  been  effected  in  the  .Borough  account. 

The  conduct  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  employed  in  taking  care 
of  the  insane  has  been  generally  praiseworthy,  no  death  or  casualty 
having  occurred  by  which  blame  could  be  attributed  to  any  one  of 
them.

Upon  our  visit  to  the  Asylum,  this  day,  we  have  inspected  its 
several  wards,  rooms,  offices,  and  premises,  and  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  eleven  (five  of  the  male  and”  six  of  the  female  sex),  absent 
on  trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  11th  February  1868,  and  their 
present  numbers  : —

In  one  of  the  cases  last  referred  to  a  female  patient  died  from 
Diffuse  Inflammation  supervening  upon  a  wound  in  the  hand,,, 
sustained  in  breaking  a  window.  An  Inquest  was  held  and  verdicti 
found  accordingly. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good,  the  patients  registered! 
as  under  medical  treatment  being  seventeen  of  each  sex.

According  to  the  ward  returns,  the  chapel  attendance,  on  Sundays, 
is  nearly  seventy  on  the  male  side  and  one  hundred  on  the  female, 
and  on  Wednesdays,  about  fifty  and  forty  respectively. 

The  patients  usefully  employed  are  eighty-four  in  the  male  and 
ninety-two  in  the  female  division.  Of  the  former  fifteen  work  on 
the  land  and  nine  at  trades,  including  carpentering,  and  of  the 
latter  thirty  are  engaged  in  needlework  and  knitting,  thirty-six  in 
the  laundry  department,  and  six  in  the  kitchen.  All  the  clothes  of 
the  patients  of  both  sexes  are  made  in  the  Asylum. 

The  shoes  are  not  at  present,  either  made  or  repaired  therein. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  since  the  last  visit  been  increased  by 
one  on  the  female  side,  the  numbers  in  the  male  and  female 
divisions  being  now,  respectively  nine  and  ten.  The  average  pro¬ 
portion  of  attendants  to  patients  is  still  below  that  in  other 
Asylums. 

There  is  also  a  night  attendant  on  each  side. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who  were  free  from 
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excitement  and  none  of  whom  made  any  complaints,  a  state  of 
things  which  we  think  very  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

The  several  wards  and  rooms,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  through¬ 
out  were  very  clean  and  in  the  best  order.  The  atmosphere  in  all 
parts  was  untainted.  The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  at 
present  9s. 

The  land,  the  property  of  the  Asylum,  is  twenty-two  acres  in 
extent,  of  which  about  twelve  are  cultivated  as  kitchen  garden  or 
otherwise  by  spade  labour.  In  reference  to  the  latter  we  have  to 
report  that  since  the  last  visit  a  system  of  distribution  and  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  the  sewage  has  been  introduced  and  successfully  carried  out. 

The  arrangements  for  exercise  and  recreation  continue  as  pre¬ 
viously  reported.  The  question  of  providing  a  recreation  room 
much  needed  has  been  for  the  present  postponed. 

One  material  improvement  since  the  last  visit  has  been  the 
disuse  of  the  basement  of  the  female  division  of  the  main  building 
(Ho.  1)  as  a  ward  for  refractory  patients  and  others  of  the  worst 
class,  of  whom  as  many  as  thirty-six  were  formerly  congregated 
therein.  It  is  now  appropriated  to  eighteen  aged  infirm  or  idiotic 
patients.  The  da}’  room  has  been  boarded  and  converted  into  a 
twelve  bedded  dormitory,  and  the  old  small  dormitory  now  forms 
a  comfortable  day  room. 

The  refractory  patients,  who  formerly  occupied  this  ward,  have 
been  distributed,  one  half  of  them  (the  most  exciteable)  being 
removed  to  the  detached  building,  the  first  floor  of  which  has  been 
converted  into  a  new  ward  Ho.  6,  for  thirty-six  patients  under  the 
charge  of  two  nurses.  The  additional  nurse,  above  mentioned,  has 
been  placed  in  the  ground  floor  ward  Ho.  5,  wherein  there  now  are 
three  nurses. 

We  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee  of  visitors, 
the  removal  to  another  position  of  the  lavatory  and  bath  room  in 
the  new  ward  Ho.  6,  and  by  means  of  an  open  archway,  adding  the 
space  to  the  corridor  which  is  at  present  dark  and  gloomy. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  the  day  before  our  visit,  an 
order  was  given  for  painting  the  lower  portions  of  the  walls  of  all 
the  corridors  in  the  main  building. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  noticed  that  in  very  few  of  the 
bath  rooms  were  hung  up  the  printed  regulations,  and  that  in  none 
were  there  any  thermometers.  The  latter  should  be  at  once  sup¬ 
plied,  and  their  invariable  use,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  temperature 
of  the  water,  required,  and  so  expressed  by  the  addition  of  the 
necessary  words  to  the  regulation  on  the  subject. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  female  division  of  the  main  building 
has  been  obviated  by  the  removal  of  about  twenty  patients  to  the 
detached  wing. 

There  is  much  available  vacant  accommodation  in  both  divisions 
of  the  Asylum,  and  provision  might  he  made  by  utilizing  and 
furnishing  the  unoccupied  space,  for  the  sleeping  of  nearly  fifty 
additional  patients  of  each  sex. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  observed,  that  recently  a  considerable  number 
of  harmless  chronic  or  imbecile  and  incurable  cases  have  been 
removed  experimentally  to  their  respective  union  workhouses.  Tor 
that  purpose  fifty-two  patients  were  selected  by  Dr.  Stiff,  of  whom 
forty-six  have  already  gone,  one  has  been  declined  by  the  Guardians 
of  her  union,  and  the  remaining  five  will  shortly  go.  The  course 
adopted  was  to  discharge  the  patients  on  a  month  or  two  months’ 
trial.  Of  those  so  discharged  eleven  have  been  sent  back,  and 
eleven  are  still  on  trial. 

Mr.  Stanger,  who  has  retired  with  a  view  to  general  practice,  has 
been  succeeded  as  assistant  medical  officer,  by  Mr.  Henry  Clifford 
Gill,  who  is  about  very  shortly  to  enter  upon  his  duties. 

The  satisfactory  condition  of  the  Asylum  continues  to  reflect 
much  credit  upon  Dr.  Stiff’s  management  and  superintendence.
